LONDON, Oct. 25—The Allied gov­ 
ernm ents today instru cted H u ngary to 
keep Charles sa ely in cu stody pend­ 
ing a decision as to his final disposal 
The H u ngarian government was re­ 
commended to establish special safe­ 
gu ards. It is u nderstood that the Al­ 
lied statesm en do not fear attem pt at 
assassination so mu ch as they did 
that Charles m ight try to take his 
own life. He was described in press 
despatches as being despondent. 
Beyond the bare fact that Charles 
and Zita had been captu red abou t 40 
miles from Bu dapest, following the 
collapse of the H u ngarian monarchist 
army, the British foreign office was 
withou t any details. The Allied states­ 
men are in a qu andary as 
to 
wha't 
shall be done with the former Em ­ 
peror. One su ggestion was made that 
he m ight be given an opportu nity to 
go to Sou th America on condition that j 
he never attem pted to retu rn to E u r­ 
ope and has no dealings with any 
Eu ropean m onarchist agitators. 
it is probable that H u ngary and the 
adjoining states will contribu te to the 
cost

incarcerating 
Charles. 
One of the difficu lties in disposing 
of Charles arises from the fact that he 
is practically penniless. All his es­ 
tates in Hu ngary and A u stria have 
been confiscated. The Allies 
likely 
will refu se to fu rnish any money. A 
Central News despatch from Bu dapest 
said that Charles was deserted by his 
officers when they saw that all was 
lost.

A> promised last week, the school board will try to answer 


the qu estion, “ W hat can be done to relieve the situ ation in the 


schools, if the proposition involving a bond issu e ot $150,(XX) with 


which to erect a new school bu ilding is rejected at the polls?” 


It will be remembered that eight departments in the lower 


grades art* on short time. 
It will requ ire fou r additional rooms to 
place these departm ents on fu ll time. In consequ ence, it wou ld seem 


that the first thou ght shou ld be given to evolving a plan whereby 


relief for these departments cou ld be fu rnished. 


F ou r other grade departments are located in the two fire- 
hou ses. 
These accommodations, however, are not permanent, the 


rooms having been offered to the board 
as a temporary arrangement 


to relieve the congestion. Ju st how the firemen wou ld view the pro­ 


position to permit the u se of the rooms permanently, or for a term 


of years, is not known. 
The whole qu estion wou ld have to be 
reopened", and the rights of the firemen, the sacrifices they have 


made and the inconveniences they are su ffering shou ld receive 


proper respect and consideration. 
In the su bject of the high school, the most seriou s problem 


presents itself. 
As stated in one of ou r previou s bu lletins, grade 


departments can be hou sed anywhere withou t loss to the pu pils, 


bu t the character of the high school and the methods of teaching 


make it imperative that the high school shou ld remain intact. 


Shou ld the enrollment in the high school next year reach two 


hu ndred pu pils, which is qu ite probable, the board wou ld be con­ 


fronted with a very seriou s situ ation. 


For years, ou r local high school has been able to take care 


of the few pu pils from the su rrou nding ru ral districts who de­ 


sired a high school edu cation, their tu ition expenses being paid by 


the districts from which they came. 
This year ou r limit in accom ­ 


modations has been reached and next year, if the expected increase 
in the enrollment is realized, we shall be obliged to refu se adm it­ 


tance to these pu pils from the ou tside and will be obliged to send 


the excess pu pils from Bristol, those who cannot be accommodated 


in the local high school to some high school ou tside of Bristol, and 


pay for their tu ition. 
W e fear that a great many of ou r citizens, those who take 


no interest in the operation of the schools, are inclined to look 


u pon the su bject with less seriou sness than they shou ld.

td at the minimum of ex pense and y et the cost of each building to 
the board is ov er $8 00 a y ear. 


When Mr. Boardman was in charge of the townsite at Harri­ 
man, the board requested him to set a price for the use of two 
rooms in the Ha nim a n school building. 
He maile a proposition 
which was liberal, offering the rooms at monthly rental of fifteen 
dollars eath and a proportionate share of the cost of operating the 
building. 
Nev ertheless, the cost of renting the two rooms would 
hav e been about $1(KX) a y ear and the cost of equipment for the 
rooms would hav e been $1000 more. 


Most of the ex penses of the school board are fix ed and 
permanent, and. in making up the budget, it is possible to figure 
v ery close. 
In consequence, any ex tra ex pense taken on by the 
board must be met by an increase in the tax rate. 
The board 
figures, roughly , that ev ery $1000 of increase in fix ed ex penses 
means about three cents increase in the tax rate. 
It can be seen 
from this that the cost of operating the rooms in the two hose 
houses requires close to fiv e cents of the tax rate. 
The Lutheran Church, on J efferson Av enue, v ery kindly o f­ 
fered us the use of its parish house, but the cost of equipping it as 
a school house would be so great that the board hesitated about 
accepting the offer, and has asked the pastor, Mr. Thomas, to let 
the subject lie in abey ance for awhile. 


The laws of the State ex tend the priv ilege to the school board 
of ex pending two per cent, of tin* assessed v aluation without the 
consent of the tax pay ers. 
Any ex penditure abov e that amount 
must first be passed upon by the electors at a regular or special 
election. 
Two per cent, of the assessed v aluation, less the $24,000 
in bonds still outstanding on the J efferson Av enue building, giv es 
the school board the priv ilege of ex pending about $45,000, should 
the v oters at the coming election reject the proposition to float a 
bgnd issue of $150,000 for the purpose of erecting a new school 
building. 
Therefore, the question arises, how much could the directors 
do, and how far could they go towards reliev ing the situation, 
through the ex penditure of <4” (nwi 
»'ciiiciiiuci'cu mat 
the directors in Bristol Township recently contemplated the erec­ 
tion of a four-room building at Croy don, and the lowest bid was 
in the neighborhood of $40,000. 
A new four-room building might 
be erected in the uptown district, but that would ony partially solv e 
the problem, prov iding the outside rented quarters could be con­ 
sidered permanent. 
The board feels that the only proper solution of the problem 
can come through relief afforded the high school. 
If the bond

issue proposition is defeated at the polls, the board will undoubt­ 
edly approach the subject from this angle. 
J ust what can be done 
is a question. 


The real solution of the problem is now before the people. 
A new school building to relieve the congestion permanently is 
badly needed. 
The tax pay ers must decide the matter at the polls 
nex t month. 
Should the proposition be defeated, it is impossible 
to say definitely just what can be done. 
Some plan may be ev olv ed 
that will giv e temporary relief, or it may l>e necessary to come 
before the people again, as other towns hav e done. 
Suppose the board should use the $45,000 av ailable, ami erect 
a new four-room school house in the uptown district. 
The four 
rooms in the J efferson Av enue building and the two rooms in the 
Washington Street building, now on the short time schedule, could 
be placed on full time, but no relief could be giv en to the Hath 
Street school, where two rooms are on short time. 
Should this 
plan, which is both unwise and uneconomical, be carried out, and 
the fire companies consent to the use of their buildings for a term of 
y ears, it would mean this: An increase of 15 cents in the tax rate to 
cov er the cost and operation of the new four-room building, 10 
cents additional increase to take care of the increase in teachers’ 
salaries, and probably 5 cents more to cov er the new arrangements 
made necessary in the high school. 
A total increase of 30 cents in 
the tax rate, with little to be gained thereby , and the proposition set 
back ior a few y ears, to come up again in more alarming pro­ 
portions/ 
Public affairs should be administered the same as private a f­ 
fairs. ami the problems which arise should be studied in the same 
careful manner. 
The school board after a thorough rev iew of the 
school situation, believes, as it has stated before, that from the 
standpoint of economy and efficiency , the only correct solution 
of the problem would be the prov iding of additional accommo­ 
dations in a central location, so that the older scholars can be 
brought together, and the J efferson Av enue, Washington Street 
and Hath street buildings be used for the y ounger children alone. 
The adoption of this plan would solv e, at one time, both problems 
•which are now worry ing the board. 
It would relieve the conges­ 
tion in the third ward as well as in the second and fifth wards, 
deal out justice to all sections of the town, provide additional rooms 
for future ex pansion of the schools and giv e the high school the op­ 
portunity for dev elopment which is now an imperative necessity . 
Hut apparently this plan could only be carried out by the erection 
of the proposed new combination grade and high school building. 
The questions which have arisen are serious. 
Bristol is not 
alone in its troubles. 
Other towns are struggling with similar dif­ 
ficulties. 
Morrisv ille has a school tax rate this y ear of $2.40 and 
a per capita tax of $4.00, and still lacks sufficient school accom­ 
modations. 
The local board has been try ing for the last six weeks, through 
its bulletins to the publi 
cover ev ery phase of the school situa­ 
tion, that the citizens might understand and cast their v otes with a 
full knowledge of the seriousness of the situation. 
It" the proposi­ 
tion to be v oted upon at the j m i I I s in Nov ember is rejected, the board 
must continue its policy of cooperation with the people, until a 
plan is ev olv ed which shall be acceptable.

Andrew J. Peters, Ma yor of Boston, 
a nd Ja mes Couzeris, Ma yor of Detroit, 
were two members of President Ha rd­ 
ing’s Unemployment Conference who 
helped to work out the pla n of m u­ 
nicipa l emergency a ction towa rd reliev­ 
ing the situa tion which threa tens with 
rega rd to unemployment this winter. 
Ea ch of them left the conference in its 
ea rly sta ges to put the pla ns in opera ­ 
tion in his own city a nd ea ch of them 
ha s a ccepted membership in a hold-over 
committee which will be a t the service 
of every community tha t heeds Presi­ 
dent Ha rding’s a ppea l for na tion-wide 
a ction. 
Colonel Arthur W oods, former P o­ 
lice Commissioner of New York a nd 
la ter Assista nt to the Secreta ry of Wa r, 
wa s a sked by Herbert Hoover, cha ir­ 
ma n of the confercnce, to rema in in 


W a shington during the period of the 
er^ rgency a nd, under the Depa rtment 
of Commerce, hea d the work of co­ 
ordina ting municipa l effort. 
“ Cities a nd towns must be relied 
upon for immedia te a tta ck upon the 
emergency,” sa id the report of Colonel 
W oods’ committee. 
“ W ha tever i:; done 
must ta ke pla ce in loca l communities 
a nd the citizens of such communities 
a re the ones responsible a nd ca pa ble of 
seeing tha t the necessa ry mea sures a re 
ca rried out. 
This but repea ts the first 
principle of 
America n 
life, relia nce 
upon loca l initia tive a nd obliga tion.” 
H ow ever, the full benefit of the e x ­ 
periences of scores of communities now 
a t work a re a va ila ble for a ny cities en-. 
tering the fight.

of emergency committees a re invited to 
communica te with Colonel W w d s.
